WE could be the first town in Kent 
to become plastic bag free thanks 
to the launch of a new environmen¬ 
tal campaign. 

Maidstone Town Management Team is 
fronting the ambitious Bin the Bag scheme in 
an attempt to make the county town greener. 
Within three months they want a complete 
end to shops handing out plastic bags with 
goods purchased. 

Figures show that if each shop in Maidstone 
gave out 20 plastic bags a day that would 
equal to more than four million bags handed 
out every year. 

Manager Bill Moss said: “Most people will 
agree we need to do something to reduce the 
use of plastic bags, so town centre manage¬ 
ment has taken the lead with an ambitious 
plan to Bin the (plastic) Bag. 

“We are asking all town centre retailers to 
find an alternative to plastic bags and we will 
be giving away 10,000 bags to independent 
shops to kick-start the campaign, but we can’t 
hope to succeed without the cooperation of 
shoppers, who should begin to question why 
they are being offered a plastic bag in 
Maidstone after March 31. 

“While the independent shops will make 
their own decision whether to continue with 
plastic bags after March 31, the nationals will 
be guided by their head offices and I’m confi¬ 
dent people-power will eventually win 
through. 

“With the support of shoppers we will suc¬ 
ceed in our campaign to Bin the Bag in 
Maidstone.” 

The three-month campaign will inform the 
public about how damaging plastic bags are 
to our environment and will hold petitions,

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Sir Richard 'misinformed' 

SIR Richard Branson’s calls for all hospital 
staff to be screened for the superbug MRSA 
are misinformed, according to a Kent infec¬ 
tion control expert. 

The billionaire Virgin Group chairman 
made the comments after he was appointed 
vice-president of the Patients’ Association. 

Dr Sara Mumford, director of infection 
prevention and control at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, said: “It would 
take a huge amount of time and effort, not 
to mention money, for something that would 
not have very much benefit to the patients. 

“I think his comment is more of a lack of 
information, or misinformation.” 

Dr Mumford was headhunted by the trust 
after the damning Healthcare Commission 
report into two outbreaks of Clostridium 
difficile at Maidstone, Kent and Sussex and 
Pembury hospitals was published last year. 

At least 90 patients died from the super¬ 
bug between 2004-06. 

Lifetime ban for 
canon who ran 
off with curate

A LONG-serving married 
rector has been banned 
from the clergy for life after 
running away with his 
female deputy 

The Rev Canon James Tipp, 63, 
received the ban after abandoning 
his wife and his Snodland parish in 
February 2008 to set up home with 
Elaine Northern, 54. 

Mrs Northern was given a 12-year 
ban for her part in the scandal, 
which left the congregation at Christ 
Church stunned. 

At a disciplinary hearing, Mr Tipp, 
who was also Rural Dean of Cobham, 
received a life ban because of his 
higher level of responsibility. 

The father-of-two has attacked the 
ban, citing the case of the Rev Teresa 
Davies who was barred for 12 years 
after holding services while drunk 
and having sex with strangers. 

In a statement to a national news¬ 
paper, Mr Tipp and Mrs Northern 
wrote: ‘We should have fared much 
better had we been promiscuous. 

‘We have had a number of com¬ 
ments from those outside the church 
asking the question, ‘I thought

Christianity was about forgiveness?’ 

“Although Judge Wiggs [who 
chaired the tribunal] states ‘the 
Church must exercise forgiveness’, 
forgiveness does not seem to be on 
the agenda and in a lifetime sentence 
can never be on the agenda.” 

The couple, who were both married 
when they began their relationship, 
disappeared last year. 

Mr Tipp had been parish priest at 
the Snodland church for more than 
25 years, while Mrs Northern, a 
mother-of-four, joined in 2003. 

One parishioner, who did not want 
to be named, said: “John was always 
preaching about the sanctity of mar¬ 
riage and resisting temptation - 
then he runs away with the curate.” 

Mr Tipp had been rector of the 
church since 1982 and married wife 
Veronica in Hackney in 1967. 

The couple have two daughters, 
Michelle, 36, and Elizabeth, 34. 

Mrs Northern joined the parish in 
2003. She and her husband married 
in 1977. They have two daughters 
and two sons, ranging in age from 18 
to 26.

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Class War anarchist 
still bad to the Bone

A NOTORIOUS anarchist is 
returning to his Kentish roots to 
help produce a film based on his 
autobiography. 

Class War founder Ian Bone, who became a 
tabloid hate figure after the Trafalgar Square 
poll tax riot in 1990, grew up as the son of a but¬ 
ler in Goudhurst, near Maidstone. 

Early sections of his book, Bash the Rich, are 
set in the village, which Mr Bone says was 
where “a lifetime of shit-stirring” began. He told 
Kent on Sunday: “I’d have to put the way I 
turned out down to how I spent my early years. 

“I lived in the servants’ quarters at Ladham 
House because my mum was a housemaid and 
my dad a butler. 

“They had to be deferential at all times, so it 
wasn’t as if they could swear at their employ¬ 
ers if they saw them outside of working hours. 

My dad was always called ‘Bone’, even by the 
children, and I always found that gravely 
insulting.” 

Part of the Goudhurst filming for Bash the 
Rich will be set in the 1950s, when visiting fruit- 
pickers were given a less than warm welcome. 

Mr Bone said: “The village was a gentile place 
most of the time, but when the fruit-pickers 
came down they didn’t care about that and 
were boisterous and rowdy. 

“The locals thought they were thieving 
scum and shopkeepers refused to serve them. 

Some people even put barbed wire up to keep 
them away. It was a great time and I found it 
really exciting, but obviously not everybody 
felt that way.” 

Also featured in the film is a recreation of the 
Battle of Goudhurst in 1747, which saw the 
local militia put an end to the infamous 
Hawkhurst Gang of smugglers.

The brother of the man who led the attack on 
the village - Thomas Kingsmill - is buried 
beneath a skull-and-crossbones tombstone in 
Goudhurst churchyard. 

Mr Bone said: “Goudhurst is just as cosy as it 
always was, which makes it perfect to film 
scenes because it has hardly changed. 

“Although the film is about radicalism, it is 
also a comedy too, and I hope it will be a suc¬ 
cess. Hopefully, it will also encourage more 
people to visit the village.” 

The Class War anarchist group advocated 
violent revolution through its newspaper of the 
same name. It was active through most of the 
1980s and ’90s and organised a number of 
‘Bash the Rich’ events. 


Its paper regularly featured photographs of 
injured policemen and a early cover ran the 
headline: We have found new homes for the 
rich’ above a picture of a cemetery. 

Despite no longer being heavily involved with 
Class War, Mr Bone still finds time to ruffle 
some feathers. 

Last month he joined anarchists outside the 
Greek embassy in London protesting about the 
growing unrest back home, while he is also 
planning his own special greeting for new US 
President Barack Obama when he visits the 
UK for the first time in April. 

Mr Bone said: “I’ve not mellowed and I 
haven’t grown old gracefully. I’m still stuck in a 
1960s time warp.” 


Asbo for man who 
scawled offensive 
messages in toilets 

A 49-YEAR-OLD man has been banned 
from carrying felt tip pens after writing 
hundreds of rude and offensive graffiti 
about women in public toilets and buses, 
writes Stian Alexander. 

David Jell, from Hawkhurst, was 
slapped with an Asbo after being collared 
“time and time again” scrawling rude 
words about women he knew in loos and 
on public transport. 

He was given a three-year Asbo ban¬ 
ning him from “writing or displaying 
abusive comments or to write names or 
nicknames of any person/or the contact 
details of any person in a public place”. 

He was also told last week that he 
could face jail if he is caught carrying 
“spray paint or felt-tip marker pens in a 
public place”. 

Police said Jell wrote the disturbing 
comments, including women’s names and 
phone numbers, on various public places 
between January and September 2007. 

DCI Russell Nyman, of Kent Police, 
said: “The Asbo should ensure we do not 
see a repeat of this type of behaviour.”

exhibitions, and be backed by 
ambassadors who will promote the 
ban. 

Law firm Brachers has spon¬ 
sored an information pack which 
will be sent out to all retail outlets 
in the town, offering them a sam¬ 
ple paper bag and details of why 
they should stop using plastic 
bags. 

One of the most interesting parts 
of the campaign will be the Plastic 
Bag Dress, which has been com¬ 
missioned by the Town Centre 
Management from artist Clare 
Southern. 

Mr Moss added: “We are also 
looking for key figures of the coun¬ 
ty town and beyond to back the 
campaign as an ambassador and 
show their support to a change 
that will have a great effect world¬ 
wide. 

“There really is no excuse to use 
the current volume of plastic bags 
and we will also be offering our vis¬ 
itors alternatives, from paper bags 
and our own jute eco-bags to char¬ 
ity bags and ‘mores’ bags, which 
can be sewn together from recycled 
materials from a downloadable 
pattern that is available on our 
website.”

THE death of a former school 
teacher and her partner who died on 
Christmas Day has sparked suspi¬ 
cion of accidental carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

Officers were called to a house in 
Belgrave Street, Eccles, near 
Maidstone, at about 4pm, after rela¬ 
tives called cops. 

Police discovered the bodies of for¬ 
mer PE teacher at St Simon’s Stock 
Catholic School, Zoe O’Kelly, 54, and 
her partner known as Dave, 49. 

Officials have said they are not 
treating the deaths as suspicious but 
have not confirmed reports the cou¬ 
ple may have died from accidental 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Neighbours Paul and Marilyn 
Reckless, of Maidstone, Kent, had 
been expecting Ms O’Kelly round for 
Christmas dinner. 

Mr Reckless, 55, said: “While we 
were at church in the morning, our 
son Stephan went to see if Zoe was 
still coming over. He couldn’t get an 
answer so let himself in, as we look 
after their spare key, to make sure 
everything was okay. 

“He noticed them lying in bed 
together, but just assumed they’d 
had a drink the night before and 
were sleeping in, so decided not to 
disturb them and left. 

“Then, at about 4pm, the police 
came over, asking to use our key, and 
discovered they were both dead. It 


was such a shock.” 

Neighbours said Ms O’Kelly was 
highly respected and well-liked 
among students, parents and other 
staff at the mixed comprehensive. 

Mrs Reckless added: “She had a 
natural talent in dealing with young 
people, and was a dedicated teacher. 

“A couple of pupils live in the street 
and they would always say hello 
miss when they saw her. They 
thought the world of her. We all did. 

“It would have been sad any time, 
but on Christmas Day it’s nothing 
short of a tragedy. I’ve still got her 
present under the tree - every time I 
look at it, I well up. I will miss her. 
She always came over here and I’d 
go over to her’s for a cup of tea and a 
natter. 

“She was outgoing, had a great 
sense of humour and was so gener¬ 
ous. She was our son’s godmother and 
helped him with his university fees.” 

Ms O’Kelly, who was divorced, had 
been with her partner Dave, a street- 
fight repair man, for five years. He had 
recently moved in with her and had 
been due to spend Christmas Day with 
his ex-wife and two teenage daughters. 

Mr Reckless added: “His daughters 
came over on the evening of 
Christmas Day and were screaming 
and crying outside. They were 
absolutely beside themselves.” 

An inquest has been opened and 
adjourned.

The Kenward Trust is a Maidstone based 
charity which offers recovery programmes 
for people suffering from drug and alcohol 
abuse, and homelessness problems. 

Mr Featherstone, originally from Bromley 
lives in the grounds of Kenward House, 
Yalding. 

He said: “I am absolutely delighted to 
receive the MBE, not just for me but for the 
Kenward Trust and the Tower Hamlets 
Mission, another charity I’m involved with. 

“The people at the charities are also 
delighted and I’m really pleased that they 
are, because this is a credit to them as well, I 
want them to say we’ve got an MBE not just 
Godfrey has one.” 

Mr Featherstone first became involved with 
Kenward Trust in 1969 when he was 26, as a 
volunteer before working his way up to director. 

He added: “I was studying Architecture 
and Engineering in London when I started 
to talking to homeless people who had drug 
and alcohol problems. I used to spend my 
lunch hours talking to them. 

“It wasn’t until one homeless man I spoke 
to told me about Kenward Trust that my 
wife and I went down there, knocked on the 
door and asked if they needed any help.” 


He retired from the role after 40 years in 
April 2008, but still remains a regular face 
within the charity. 

Robin Prince, 60, known to friends as Bob, 
who has been the operations manager at 
Victa Railfreight Ltd since 1999, was made 
an MBE for his services to the rail industry. 

Mr Prince joined the British Railways when 
he was 15 in 1963 as a junior porter, before 
becoming a driver 1971 and making his way 
up the management ladder. 

During his role as operations manager, he 
has taken on staff training and development, 
as well train driving and assessment duties. 

Mr Prince and his team also had the task 
of training more than 100 recruits varying 
from drivers, shunters and other jobs, when 
the company took on the contract to build the 
Channel Tunnel. 

Due to ill health he has cut back on his 
driving and taken more of an office role, 
offering what the company describes as his 
“experience and humour.” 

On hearing of the award Mr Prince said: “I 
am delighted and privileged and would like 
to accept the award on behalf of all railway 
people for their continuing efforts to keep 
Britain’s railways moving, especially given 
the unsocial horn’s involved and the little 
recognition most railway people receive 
these days”.

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Protestors' fiiry over delay on 
Gurkha immigration decision

A DELAY in changes to the 
Government’s immigration policy 
regarding retired Gurkhas has 
been labelled “unacceptable” by 
campaigners. 

In September, High Court judges ruled that 
the current system of allowing only those sol¬ 
diers who retired after 1997 to remain in the 
UK was unlawful, and gave the Home Office 
three months to come up with new rules. 

However, the Gurkha Justice Campaign - 
supported by actress Joanna Lumley - 
believes the Government plans to apply for 
a further three months to consider individ¬ 
ual cases. 

Kent is home to the 2nd Battalion The Royal 
Gurkha Rifles, based at Shomcliffe, Folkestone, 
who are currently serving in Afghanistan. 

And nearly half of the soldiers from the 


Maidstone-based 36 Engineers Regiment are 
Queen’s Gurkha Engineers. 

Gurkha Justice Campaign organiser Peter 
Carroll, who is also a Shepway councillor and 
the Lib Dem’s Parliamentary candidate for 
Maidstone and the Weald, said: “This delay is 
totally unacceptable. 

“As recently as November 20 we handed in to 
Downing Street the largest-ever petition on 
this issue, signed by 250,000 people calling on 
the Government to allow all British Army 
retired Gurkhas the right to settle in the UK. 

“The people have spoken and the Government 
should listen. 

“It seems unbelievable that we continue to 
treat former Gurkhas so badly at a time when 
their sons are laying down their lives on our 
behalf in Iraq and Afghanistan.” 

Mr Carroll added that he thought the delay 
was due to an internal dispute between the 
Home Office and the Ministry of Defence, who 
he believes are concerned more Gurkhas will 
want to enter Britain. 

He said: “The Prime Minister himself paid 


tribute to the Gurkhas on his recent visit to the 
war zone. We are calling on him to stand above 
petty arguments between Government depart¬ 
ments and do what the people continue to ask - 
let all retired British Army Gurkhas have the 
right to settle here, if they so wish.” 

A Home Office spokeswoman said: ‘We have 
taken the [High Court] judgement on board and 
are determined to get the amended guidance 
right to ensure it is fair to all Gurkhas. This has 
involved consultation across Government. 

“Once we have published the guidance we will 
review the cases as soon as possible.” 

Earlier this month the wife of a Gurkha 
soldier killed in Afghanistan was warned 
she and the couple’s two daughters may be 
deported in 2012. 

Colour Sergeant Krishna Dura, of the 2nd 
Battalion The Royal Gurkha Rifles, died last 
month in the Musa Qala district of Helmand 
Province when the vehicle in which he was trav¬ 
elling was struck by a roadside bomb.

Q Can you tell us about your role as fund-raising support 
assistant? 

A My main duties as FSA are to provide sup¬ 
port to two fund-raising managers and 
ensure the office runs smoothly. 

Often I am the first point of contact, so I 
meet a diverse range of people. On a typical 
day I’ll speak to volunteers such as committee 
members or our schools speaker, Macmillan 
staff and other supporters who may be doing 
anything from sponsored slims to running 
marathons to raise money. 

I am also responsible for thanking donors 
and banking donations, writing press releases 
for our website, providing admin support dur¬ 
ing local and national events and solving prac¬ 
tical problems in our office.

Water shortage fears 
for the Kent desert

KENT falls into a part of the UK 
which has less water per head of 
population than that available to 
the inhabitants of largely desert 
countries Morocco and Egypt. 

The county is one of the areas of “serious 
water stress” identified in an Environment 
Agency report on the state of the nation’s sup¬ 
plies which states that in the event of a hot dry 
summer rationing and hosepipe bans would 
inevitably come into force. 

The survey warns that many lakes, estuar¬ 
ies and rivers are drained so quickly to provide 
fresh water for Britain’s growing population 
there is a danger to wildlife and public sup¬ 
plies during dry years. 

The Environment Agency says people are 
still wasting too much water in their homes, 
while water companies are allowing supplies 
to escape from leaking pipes. 

It calls for the speedier introduction of water 
meters such as those introduced in Folkestone 
and on Romney Marsh - and for more reser¬ 
voirs and desalination plants to be considered 
only as a last resort. 

Trevor Bishop, the head of water resources, 
said: “We are trying to change the way we 
manage water resources and put in place the 
right incentives for people to use less water. 

“There are three main ways - metering of 
customers, tackling leakage and more water 
efficiency in the home.” 

According to the agency, homes with meters 
use 13 per cent less water than those paying 
fixed water rates. 

Mr Bishop added: ‘We are calling for meters, 
but done in the right way.” 

The report says the pressure is greatest in 
the South East and warns that the risk of 
water shortages, hosepipe bans and other 
restrictions will increase in the next few 
decades. 


“Over the next 30 years, there will be 
increasing pressures from the rising popula¬ 
tion and associated development,” it states. 

“Looking further ahead, the impact of cli¬ 
mate change could have a major impact on the 
water available for all uses.” 

Computer forecasts of climate change sug¬ 
gest winters will be wetter on average in 
Britain but summers will be drier, particular¬ 
ly in the South East. 


Compared to the rest of Europe, water 
resources are under greater stress only in 
drier countries such as Cyprus, Malta, Spain 
and Italy, the report added. 

In recent years hosepipe bans have been 
introduced in the summer across much of 
the county and supplies - including those 
drawn from Bewl Water - have had to be 
supplemented by river water from the 
Medway.

Drop in stab deaths 

FIVE people were stabbed to death on the 
streets of Kent and Medway last year, new 
figures have revealed. 

The Conservatives found that the num¬ 
ber of fatal stabbings in England and 
Wales during 2007-08 had reached a record 
high with five people a week nationally los¬ 
ing their lives to knife crime. 

Figures for Kent Police showed five peo¬ 
ple had been killed due to knife violence in 
2007-08, down from six in 2006-07. 

James Brokenshire, the shadow home 
affairs minister, called for the offence of 
knife possession to carry an automatic jail 
sentence.

A THIRD of mammals in the UK - 
including many species regularly 
encountered in the Kent country¬ 
side - are in “serious decline”, a dis¬ 
turbing report has revealed. 

Dormice, water voles and harvest mice are 
among the creatures under threat, the State of 
Britain’s Mammals survey warns. 

And even the hedgehog - once a common vis¬ 
itor to many gardens - is under threat because 
of fewer hibernation sites. 

The industrialisation of the countryside, the 
rise of invasive predators and modem farming 
techniques are to blame for falls in the num¬ 
bers of about 40 species. 

The report reveals that the number of water 
voles - a species immortalised by Ratty in The 
Wind in the Willows - has fallen by 88 per cent 
in the last 25 years. 

They have been devastated by American 
mink that have escaped from fur farms. 

Vazel dormice populations have fallen by 23 
per cent the report, written for the People’s 
Tmst for Endangered Species, found. 

The list of animals most at risk now includes 
18 species - or 30 per cent of all land mam¬ 
mals in the UK. 

Chief executive Jill Nelson said although 
hedgehogs remain a relatively common sight 
in gardens across the UK, their numbers have

Free legal help 
for victims of 
violence in 
their home 

KENT Police are working with the 
National Centre for Domestic Violence to 
provide victims with access to legal repre¬ 
sentation 24 hours a day, all year round. 

The partnership was launched at Kent 
Police College with Chief Superintendent 
Lee Catling, centre chief executive officer 
Steve Connor and local solicitors present. 

The National Centre for Domestic 
Violence gives free legal advice and repre¬ 
sentation to victims of domestic abuse and 
helps them obtain court non-molestation 
orders, also known as injunctions. 

An injunction stops a violent or abusive 
partner or ex-partner from using or threat¬ 
ening violence. 

Chief Supt Catling said: “This partner¬ 
ship will help police officers in protecting 
victims and their families from abusers. 

“Police and public protection unit officers 
will be able to refer victims to the centre for 
advice, which will help them start to rebuild 
their lives free from violence and abuse. 
Officers will be able to help victims seek 
free legal advice quickly. 

“It is a criminal offence to breach non¬ 
molestation orders and we will arrest any¬ 
one breaching court orders.” 

Mr Connor said: “Domestic violence is a 
cowardly crime. Our partnership with Kent 
Police will give anyone needing legal advice 
or an injunction fast access to our service, 
which is free to all regardless of race, reli¬ 
gion, sexual orientation or financial circum¬ 
stances. 

“By standing together, we will send out a 
message that this horrific crime will not be 
tolerated and that we will work to bring 
abusers to justice.” 

The centre is able to offer assistance at 
court using a ‘MacKenzie friend’ - a person 
who can offer legal advice - to accompany 
victims throughout proceedings. Leaflets 
publicising the partnership and the new 
services available in Kent and Medway are 
on display around the county.

BREAK TIME 

Disagreement over 
exclusion figures 

THE opinions of a senior Conservative 
politician from Kent have clashed with 
those of his counterpart in the shadow 
cabinet over expelling children from 
school. 

More than 7,800 pupils were excluded 
from state schools in Kent and Medway 
last year for a variety of offences. 

Kent suspended more children, 6,040, 
than anywhere else in the country apart 
from Hampshire. In Medway, there were 
881 exclusions. This included 706 inci¬ 
dents of physical assault against a pupil 
and 157 against an adult, 137 of verbal 
abuse or threatening behaviour towards 
other pupils and 747 towards an adult 
and 32 cases of sexual misconduct. 

Michael Gove, the shadow children’s 
secretary, said: “Headteachers need dis¬ 
cretion to choose the appropriate sanc¬ 
tion... but these figures show teachers 
have to rely on suspensions because 
there are too many obstacles to perma¬ 
nent exclusion.” 

The Conservative Party, which released 
the figures on Monday, said children were 
being suspended for offences which 
should result in expulsion. 

Cllr Leyland Ridings, Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for children, 
said schools had been working better 
together to help children with behaviour¬ 
al problems and that was why the num¬ 
ber permanently excluded had dropped. 

Primary caught alight 

FIREFIGHTERS tackled a blaze at a pri¬ 
mary school. 

Two fire crews from Maidstone and one 
from Headcom were called to Bell Wood 
Primary School, Brishing Lane, at 
5.49pm on Saturday, December 27, where 
an outbuilding had caught alight. 

Police were called to the scene after the 
fire fighters needed a key to enter the 
premises, which was said to be “well 
alight” by the time the crews arrived. 

The fire had been put out by 6.12pm. 


MAIDSTONE can now add univer¬ 
sity town to its title after the 
University for the Creative Arts 
was awarded full status. 

UCA, which has campuses in Maidstone, 
Canterbury, Chatham, Rochester and Epsom, 
has received complete university status and is 
now the first specialist creative arts universi¬ 
ty in the country. 

The former university college was originally 
the Kent Institute of Art and Design, before 
uniting with the Surrey Institute of Art and 
Design. 

The news has been welcomed by councillors 
as this is the first time Maidstone has had a 
university within the borough. 

To celebrate the achievement the Mayor of 
Maidstone, Cllr Denise Joy hosted a reception 
for UCA on December 15, at the Town Hall. 

Representatives of Maidstone council, 
including leader Cllr Chris Garland, members 
of Kent County Council and industry special¬ 
ists all attended the event. 

The Oakwood Park, Maidstone, campus has 
worked closely alongside Maidstone council in 
the past on various projects in the town. 

On December 1, a digital mural to mark the 
history of the Paddock Wood to Strood railway 
line, created by UCA final year multimedia 
students, who were commissioned by Medway 
Valley Community Rail Partnership, was 
unveiled at Maidstone West train station. 


The county town is also supporting UCA stu¬ 
dents showcasing their work by offering free 
use of property in the High Street. 

Cllr Garland said: “Maidstone is proud to 
become a university town and welcomes 
UCA’s active role within the community mak¬ 
ing the town a distinctive and vibrant place to 
live and work. 

“Projects such as a digital mural, 
AniMaidstone, and Media Tree, all illustrate 
UCA’s significant role in the borough. 

“I hope going forward there will be many 
more opportunities for the council, Maidstone 


Studios, Media Tree and UCA to work togeth¬ 
er and I once again congratulate them on 
achieving university status.” 

UCA has announced its intention to close its 
Oakwood campus and to build a £75 million 
new campus somewhere in Kent and Medway 
for 3,000 students, and the mayor hopes 
Maidstone will be involved in the changes. 

She said: ‘We believe Maidstone offers the 
university and its students an excellent loca¬ 
tion to live, work and study and we will be 
clearly doing all we can to ensure UCA decides 
to invest in the town.”

How was the club established? 

The Twins Club was set up because some of the families 
said that although they appreciated the practical help a 
volunteer could provide, what they would really like and 
would be helpful would be to talk to other families in the 
same situation. 

I took over the running of the two groups in February 
this year. 

How does it operate in Swale? 

In our area there seems to be a high number of multiple 
births and the parents feel the group gives them the time 
to relax while their children are able to play safely. They 
are also able to talk freely about any concerns they have 
and receive information from Home-Start, knowing we 
provide a confidential service. 

Parents also find they make good friends within the 
group and often meet up at other times. 

What are the particular issues? 

Twins are hard work and apart from the extra feeding, 
changing, sleeping problems etc that are caused, there 
are many practical problems to overcome. 

An example is going out: It can take longer to prepare 
to go anywhere, double buggies do not fit around some 
places and even baby changing facilities can cause a 
problem. Most of them are not designed to fit a double 
buggy in. 

And what has been your most important finding? 

Having twins can also be very costly. You have to buy 
double of everything.

SAMUEL L Jackson is 
humming a ditty and 
looks so happy with the 
world, it’s impossible not 
to beam at him as he 
shakes my hand. 

The 60-year-old actor has plenty 
of reasons to be content. For a 
start, he’s sitting next to the ever- 
glamorous Scarlett Johansson 
and he’s just been honoured with 
a prestigious American Cinema¬ 
theque Award for his contribution 
to movies. 

Today, at a luxurious London 
hotel, he’s in an ebullient mood. 
He’s very enthusiastic about his 
latest film role in the daringly 
comic-like film adaptation of Will 
Eisner’s The Spirit. 

Samuel plays The Octopus, a 
deeply disturbed scientist and 
master of the criminal under¬ 
world, while 24-year-old Scarlett 
is his sexy sidekick Silken Floss. 

It’s clear from the way the pair 
are so relaxed and chatty with 
each other that they forged a 
strong friendship on set. 

“We definitely enjoyed our¬ 
selves,” says Scarlett, flashing 
Sam a cheeky smile. 

“Amazingly we’d only see each 
other at award shows, but the 
moment we got on the plane 
together leaving LA, we kind of 
went ‘Right, we’re going to have a 
good time’,” explains Sam. 

‘We just looked at each other 
and smiled and laughed and I 
thought ‘OK, I like her’. We con¬ 
nected immediately and we had a 
good time every day. No matter 
what kind of time anyone else 
was having, we had a good time.” 

The Spirit tells the story of 
Denny Colt (played by newcomer 
Gabriel Macht), a murdered 
policeman who has mysteriously 
come back to life as the masked 


crime-fighter, The Spirit. He has 
just one goal in mind, keeping his 
beloved Central City safe from vil¬ 
lains like The Octopus, but he still 
finds time for a string of beautiful 
women who either want to love or 
kill him. 

With Sin City creator and direc¬ 
tor Frank Miller at the helm, Sam 
and Scarlett were given free rein 
to play around with their baddie 
image, particularly because their 
characters were only roughly 


sketched out in Will Eisner’s orig¬ 
inal 40s comic. 

We’re used to seeing Sam tack¬ 
ling a range of character-driven 
roles in films ranging from Pulp 
Fiction to Snakes On A Plane. But 
it’s unusual to see Scarlett, who 
made her name through a mix of 
indie films and costume dramas, 
in such a quirky role. 

The Octopus and Silken go 
through an incredible number of 
costume changes - one minute 



they’re a samurai warrior and 
geisha and the next Scarlett’s in a 
very revealing nurse’s outfit with 
curly white wig. 

“A lot of times you’re a character 
like a journalist, for instance, and 
you don’t have the opportunity to 
be all costumed and glamorous 
and really play with different 
looks,” the actress explains. 

“I was really inspired by the 
golden age of Hollywood, by 
Lucille Ball and other actresses 
from the 40s. I wanted to play 
with that film noir look. But 
you’re not necessarily conscious of 
it while you’re working. It’s some¬ 
thing you do and when the direc¬ 
tor says Wow, you look fabulous’, 
you’re like ‘Yes, that two hours in 
hair and make-up was worth it’!” 

Next year Scarlett will be back 
on screen with Jennifer Aniston 
and Drew Barrymore in He’s Not 
That Into You, while Sam has just 
finished ‘torturing’ Michael Sheen 
in the thriller Unthinkable. 

But before then the pair cele¬ 
brated the festive season at home 
in the States with their families - 
Sam with his wife of 28 years 
Latanya and their daughter Zoe - 
and Scarlett with her new hus¬ 
band, actor Ryan Reynolds.

ANYONE who fancies spending 
the night behind bars will want to 
break into Malmaison Oxford. 

The former Victorian prison has been con¬ 
verted into a luxurious boutique hotel, which 
offers a real change of scene for law-abiding 
travellers. A million miles away from the iden¬ 
tikit feel of many chain hotels, this unusual 
and striking site is the perfect base from 
which to explore the equally engaging city of 
Oxford. 

Easy to reach by car and just five minutes’ 
walk from the railway station, the hotel is just 
around the comer from the city’s main shop¬ 
ping streets. Parking is limited and it is recom¬ 
mended visitors book a space in advance. 

We were welcomed into the dramatic recep¬ 
tion by polite and immaculately presented 
staff and the level of service never dropped 
from then on. Our luggage and car could be 
left in their good hands well before the 3pm 
check-in, allowing us to go off and explore at 
our leisure. 

I was unsure how it would feel to be accom¬ 
modated in a former prison and the main 
building still boasts its gantries and original 
cell doors. But soft lighting and tasteful fur¬ 
nishings meant that although the place was 
undeniably atmospheric, there was nothing 
gloomy about it. 

Our room was in the House of Corrections 
and did not have as many original features as 
rooms in the main building, but it still had 
deep-set stone window frames and looked out 
onto the large courtyard. 

The room was large with a lovely modem 
bathroom and the chic decor incorporated 
clever references to the site’s former function. 
Cushions made of rough blanket fabric 
perched on the crisp white sheets and luxuri¬ 
ous throw, while a complimentary pair of pink 
handcuffs added a touch of humour. 


Dinner in the cosy subterranean brasserie 
was a real treat, with the hotel paying as much 
attention to the quality of the food as to the 
service and ambience. Best of all, you would 
not need to rob a bank to enjoy a meal there. 

Our starters of jabugo iberico ham (£8) and 
Oxford blue cheese fondue (£6.95) were deli¬ 
cious, while the main courses were mouth¬ 
watering. I ordered the delicious roasted 
breast of duck with garlic cream potato 
(£16.95) and my husband could not praise his 
slow-cooked belly pork (£12.95) enough. We 
finished the meal with a light creme brulee 
(£5.95) and ice cream respectively, before retir¬ 
ing to the funky bar for a nightcap. 

Breakfast made a refreshing change to the 
slapdash affair found in many hotels. Our 


superb cooked breakfasts - full English for 
him, eggs Benedict with bacon for me - cost 
£13.95 and included all we could eat from the 
impressively mstic buffet. 

Oxford itself is a hugely attractive city, with 
beautiful buildings wherever you look in the 
centre and plenty to explore. It is also excellent 
for shopping, offering an extensive choice of 
high street stores and an apparently thriving 
array of independent traders. We will definite¬ 
ly be making a return visit and would highly 
recommend the Malmaison Oxford as some¬ 
where to enjoy a memorable prison break.

Strong Corsa is out 
to spoil Fiesta-time 


BRITAIN’S supermini race tends 
to be a two-horse tussle between 
the Ford Fiesta and Vauxhall 
Corsa and the latter might be 
expected to be under pressure now 
from the all-new Ford. 

But don’t jump to conclusions; the Vauxhall 
has been exceptionally dominant while wait¬ 
ing for the new generation Ford and won’t be 
giving ground easily. 

The Corsa is more sharply styled than before 
and can court different categories of buyer: the 
low slung three-door attracts younger buyers, 
while the smart yet more practical five-door 
caters for families and older customers. 

Where the old Corsa had also started to look 
low rent inside, against supermini rivals and 
newer Vauxhall models, the latest is a paragon 
of quality, using high grade materials and 
brighter interior colours and trims. 

The steering wheel is adjustable for height 
and reach on most models, the seats are high¬ 
er quality and the dash is attractive and well- 
organised. Underlining the car’s youthful

appeal, there is also an MP3 audio connection 
on most models. 

Leg, shoulder and headroom front and rear 
has increased across the board and Vauxhall 
claims the cabin is one of the quietest in its 
class, with reduced NVH (noise, vibration and 
harshness). Having driven several versions 
now, I can’t argue with that and the car han¬ 
dles and rides in a much tidier fashion than of 
old too - there is even a cracking little VXR 
‘pocket rocket’ model. 

As more of us downsize in search of greener 
motoring or convenience, the new Corsa also 
falls into what I call the ‘supersize-me-mini’ 
segment, typified by the latest Renault Clio, 
Fiat Punto and Peugeot 207. These bigger 
superminis deliver greater crash protection 
and retain some big car comforts for owners 
seeking to reduce both their physical and car¬ 
bon footprint on the roads. 

The 1.4 Club is the best seller - Club is the 
mid-range trim above Expression and Life, 
while the 1.4i petrol engine delivers a balance 
of economy, power and refinement. But it is 
the SXi tested here (list price £10,550) that 
cuts a dash with its sporty looks and smart 
alloys as standard.

Our glass is half full 


EVEN economic downturns have 
their silent majorities - more than 
half of companies in Kent say they 
are either unaffected by the cur¬ 
rent slowdown or are performing 
well and growing. 

And a fifth are confident of a recovery in the 
coming months. This is proof that, while it’s 
the public duty of the media to report what is 
going on, there is always another side of the 
coin that needs polishing. 

The Financial and Business Services Survey 
2008 commissioned by investment promotion 
agency Locate in Kent shows that almost a 
quarter of companies feel prospects are better 
for being based in Kent rather than elsewhere 
in the UK 

When asked how the economic climate was 
impacting on their business, encouragingly, 
almost a third - 29 per cent - reported that

they were still performing well and growing. 

Just under half of respondents felt that their 
businesses had suffered as a result of econom¬ 
ic downturn, and a further quarter responded 
that it had no impact. 

Companies in the business services sector 
seemed to be faring better in this economic cli¬ 
mate, with 36 per cent performing well, com¬ 
pared with 22 per cent in the financial sector. 

The majority of respondents were realistic 
about the potential consequences of the global 
economic crisis, with 57 per cent concerned 
about their business over the next two years. 

However, almost a third of respondents were 
confident their business would grow over the 
next few years. 

One in five respondents felt confident about 
a recovery in the coming months. 

When asked the biggest issue that compa¬ 


nies would face once the economic outlook 
improved, respondents cited fears of cash flow 
problems and the cost of finance, lack of client 
and consumer confidence, red tape and legisla¬ 
tion and the possibility of a slow recovery in 
the housing market. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “These results are not surprising 
given that we cannot get away from the hard 
economic truths we are facing. 

“However, there are some very encouraging 
results from this report. The fact that Kent’s 
location and solid transport links were so pos¬ 
itively rated gives us good reason to be opti¬ 
mistic about the future. 

“The improved links to central London will 
serve the county well as it looks to leverage 
opportunities such as the 2012 Olympics. 

“Access to international markets will become 
an essential lifeline for a number of compa¬ 
nies, underlining the importance of transport 
links in terms of business location choice.”

“We have done the pruning and the boys have all taken a 
pay cut and they deserve a bit of credit for their performanc¬ 
es since then.” 

After more than 500 fans made the trip to cheer on the 
Stones in the 3-0 defeat at Dover Athletic during the festive 
period, chairman Paul Bowden-Brown is calling for the sup¬ 
port to continue at Bourne Park. 

The crowds at their temporary home this season have 
been down on last year, only exceeding 500 twice, with the 
visit of Dartford and the FA Cup fourth qualifying round tie 
against AFC Wimbledon.

GOING into 2009 still searching for league 
win marks a disappointing season for 
Maidstone, but manager Nigel Maddaford 
believes that elusive first victory is just 
around the comer.
